SEVERAL PERSONS MISSING 


BELIEVED THAT THEY ALL PER­ 


ISHED IN DESTRUCTION OF 


THE BUILDING. 


Brockton, 
Mass., March 
21.—'This 
city is In mourning for at least three 
score of her citizens whose lives were 
blotted out during the day by the ex­ 
plosion 
of a boller 
In a large 
shoe 
manufacturing establishment, conduct­ 
ed by the R, ll. (Trover company. 
The explosion was immediately fol­ 
lowed by a dash of flame, which spread 
and consumed the factory, a long four- 
story structure*, as if it were a house 
of cards, and Incinerated an unknown 
number of men and women who were 
unable to extricate themselves from a 
mass of tangled wreckage formed by 
the terrible 
unheaval in the 
boiler- 
room. 
More than fifty of the employes 
in the building were maimed, burned 
or bruised by the time they reached 
safe ground. 
Some had jumped from 
the roof, some from windows and oth­ 
ers had been injured in the mad rush 
to escape from the 
doomed factory, 
which from all parts emitted tho in­ 
tense, awful heat of an inferno, driv­ 
ing back the band of heroic rescuers 
who in a few brief moments had per­ 
formed gallant service.

It may never be known how many 
persons perished in the wreckage, as 
no one knows how many persons were 
in the factory. 
The number has been

Emerson said he doubted 
whether there were so many at work. 
Two hundred and fiity survivors have 
been accounted for and at midnight 
th** remains of fifty bodies had been 
recovered from the ruins, the starch 
bt sing continued all night. 
Fragments 
of human frames whit ti possibly might 
belong 
to bodies 
other than 
those 
enumerated, 
have also be* n 
found. 
Few of the remains have be* n identi­ 
fied. 
The head in nearly every case 
is missing.

Not until after noon was it possible 
to begin a search of the factory ruins.

the larger wo*Hlen fram e building of

factory, 
a four-story structure, 
quivered and then the rear portion Of 
it collapsed. 
In a fraction of a sec­ 
ond, this section of the great building 
had been transformed into a mass of 
iron and wood wreckage, in the midst 
of which human beings were pinioned. 
In another moment fire had 
broken 
out in the debris and death by fire and 
suffocation became the tate of scores 
ol the operatives. 


Boiler Killed Many Persons. 
W hen the boiler exploded, It. passed 
upwards almost perpindicular, tearing 
a passage as it went, killing many on 
the way. 
After rising high in the air, 
It descended 
half the distance 
and 
then swerving northerly, cut its way 
like some huge projectile through a 
dwelling 
house fifty 
feet away 
and 
pierced another dwelling, demolishing 
the latter structure. 
Here its course 
wTas stopped. 
Scenes 
of 
horror 
followed 
the 
wrenching apart of the factory build­ 
ing. 
The upper three floors, weighted 
as they were with heavy machinery, 
collapsed with a crash that was heard 
for blocks. 
Men and 
women opera­ 
t i c s working in departm ents of this 
section w'ho were 
busy at their 
m a­ 
chines had time but to turn in an at­ 
tem pt to flee 
at the first 
dull roar, 
when the flooring sank beneath them 
and they were carried to the ground 
floor, crushed and 
bruised amid the 
m ass of 
debris. 
Many fell into 
the 
veritable Aery furnace. 
In 
the sec­ 
tion of the 
factory which 
remained 
standing the operatives were 
panic­ 
stricken. as they 
sought to escape. 
Many fled down 
the stairways 
and 
reached the street, others ran to the 
windows, die 
fire escapes 
in many 
cases having been torn away by the 
xplosion. In desperation many jumped 
from the second and third-story win­ 
dows to the ground and were danger­ 
ously injured. 


Entire Factory Aflame. 
The crush on the stairways resulted 
in numerous minor injuries. Scarcely 
had the rear portion of the structure 
collapsed 
when a 
tongue of 
fla m e 
started up 
from th e boiler 
pit and 
reaching out as it ascended communi­ 
cated with the 
splintered wreckage 
and immediately afterw ards with the 
standing walls. 
Soon the entire fac­ 
tory was aflame. 
Instant death was the fate of many 
who went down with the floors that 
collapsed. 
A large 
number of men 
and women who were 
working near 
the supports were alive after the floors 
and walls fell. 
From 
these unfortu­ 
nates cries of agony and terror went 
up. 
Almost all had been caught be­ 
tween broken timbers, lighter wooden 
wreckage and heavy 
pieces 
of m a­ 
chinery. 
A few persons succeeded in 
extricating themselves from the wreck­ 
age, bul more were roasted to death. 
By this time nearby citizens had ar­ 
rie a1 to assist the 
employes who es­ 
caped in the rescue of their fellows. 
This task became momentarily more 
difficult and perilous, for the heat from 
the fire was almost unbearable. 
By 
the use of long pieces of timbers tho 
r e s c u e r s wore able to raise parts of 
the wreckage and thereby release some 
of the imprisoned men 
and women 
and then by rushing into the smoke 
pull them from the ruins. Then it was 
that acts of sacrifice and heroism were 
seen. 
One 
man 
whose legs 
were 
caught under an iron beam cried to the 
rescuers that they could not extricate 
him and to help the girls behind him. 


Dying Man Rescues Girls. 
Stretching out his arm s he lifted sev­ 
eral girls one Ic one and passed them 
to the rescuers. 
Then the fire reached 
him and he died 
A woman who w as entangled in a 
shoe machine cried out that she was 
dying and commanded the rescuers to 
attend to others who might live. 
She 
begged to be shot. 
Soon 
flames en­ 
veloped her. 
Among the first 
to arrive 
on the 
scene 
was 
Rev. 
Jam es 
O’Rourke, 
curate at St. M argarets’ Roman Cath­ 
olic church, nearby. 
At the risk of 
his life lie 
removed seven 
persons 
from the ruins 
before the 
fire had 
reached them and was returning for 
the eighth time when he fainted from 
the effects of the smoke and shock. 
The fire leaped across Calmar street 
to a three-story brick bock at the cor­ 
n er of Main 
street, and then 
to a 
wooden 
lodging 
house, 
a dwelling 
douse 
on Calmar 
street, and 
small 
buildings, all of wffiich were destroyed. 
From the rear 
of the factory the 
flames stretched across Denton street 
to two dwelling houses. 
By this time the entire fire depart­ 
ment and all the police reserves were 
on the scene, but with the high wind 
blowing 
the 
flames 
could 
not 
be 
checked and soon reached 
two other 
dwellings. 
AU these buildings 
were 
practically ruined, but at this point the 
fire was stopped. 
Not until after noon was it possible 
to begin a search of the factory ruins.

—Governor Misadoroff 
was shot and 
serously wounded during the day by a 
boy named Mat ti Hjalinar 
Reinikke. 
The 
asslssin , 
who is 
about 
fifteen 
years of age, obtained an entrance to 
the governor’s office 
and fired three 
times at him. one bullet inflicting a se ­ 
rious wound and 
the others slightly 
wounding 
the governor’s 
legs. 
The 
governor’s clerk s and secretary were 
unable to stop the would-be a ssa ssin , 
who reached the street, where, how­ 
ever, lie was arrested without a stru g ­ 
gle. 
The 
governor’s 
condition 
is 
critical. 
Reinikke ad m its that he is a revolu­ 
tionist. 
Tie h ails from the northw est­ 
ern part ol Finland, but recently has 
been living in Stockholm to avoid ar­ 
rest on account of his known revolu­ 
tionary ideas. 
Ile returned four days 
ago to Finland by way of Tornea, and 
spent three 
d ay s in Viborg, 
but de­ 
clines to reveal his stopping place. 
Governor Misadoroff has been most 
energ* tic in the Russification of Fin ­ 
land. and m em orials have been sent to 
the estates petitioning for his rem ov­ 
al on account 
of his alleged

methods and tho general conditions in 
his province, which were pronounced 
to be intolerable.

at. such ap p raised value, and if such directors 
shall choose to take such shares for t he use 
of ihe corporation, or if I hey shall find 
and design ate a 
purchaser 
satisfactory 
to such 
board, 
such 
stockholder, 
ex­ 
ecutor, 
adm inistrator or assignee shall, 
upon th*' pay m en t or tender to him of such 
appraised value, transfer and 
assign such 
shares to the corporation; or to such satis­ 
factory purchaser as the board shall find and 
d esign ate; 
Provided, however, that the said directors 
shall not lie obliged to take such shares at 
the appraised value, unless they shall think 
it for the interest of I he company ; nor find a 
purchaser a s hereinbefore provided, and if 
they sh all not within ten d a y s after such 
shares are offered to them in writing, take 
the sam e or find a purchaser t herefor and 
pay *>r CU use to be paid the price at which 
the sam e sh all have been 
appraised, such 
stock-holder shall be at liberty to sell tile 
same to any person he sees fit. 
The directors shall have power and it shall 
be their duty, to sell and dispose of the 
shares which may be transferred, tis afore­ 
said to the corporation, whenever in their 
judgm ent It. eau be done with safe ty and ad ­ 
vantage to t lie corporation, and In all such 
sales mad** by the directors it shall be their 
duty to sell the shares to such persons assh all 
appear to them, from their situation and 
character, m ost likely to promote confidence 
in t he stab ility of the corporation. 
It shall be Hie duty of tach executor, ad­ 
ministrator. assignee or person holding less 
t ii an ten (IO) shares to offer his or their shares 
for app raisal, aud to be taken by the corpor­ 
ation, if it shall so elect, or to be sold to a 
person by the board designated, whenever re­ 
quested by t ins board of directors and no 
dividends or interest shall be paid or allowed 
after a failure to comply with such request.
